During  these  last  twenty-three  years,  tile  name

A  learned  man,  Mr.  Boone  was  graduated  from 
the  Wellsville,  Kansas,  High  School.  He  attended 
Baker  University,  Baldwin,  Kansas,  and  Pacific 
University  in  Forest  Grove,  Oregon.  He  worked 
for  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  at  the  University 
of  Oregon,  Eugene,  Oregon;  the  University  of 
Kansas,  Lawrence,  Kansas;  and  the  University  of 
Florida,  Gainesville,  Florida.  Stetson  University, 
DeLand,  Florida,  granted  him  his  Master  of 
Arts  degree.  Since  he  has  been  teaching  school, 
Mr.  Boone  has  never  missed  a  single  day’s  work. 

Through  his  willingness  to  accept  responsi¬ 
bility,  his  good  advice,  and  his  kindly  spirit. 
Principal  Boone  has  endeared  himself  to  the 
hearts  of  all  0.  H.  S.  students.
